5. New CIA Building 

, . . dod * Wbiie gave a brief resume of the status of plans for CIA to 

be housed in its own building. Based on a written exception from the 
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dispersion standards set by the Civil. Defense Administration it was 
determined that location of a new CIA headquarters would be preferably within 
10 miles of the White House. Out of six originally proposed sites, two are 
still under active consideration - Langley, Virginia and a building in S.'V. 
Washington to be constructed under the proposed Zeekendorf Development Plan. 
Roads are a major problem in considering the Langley site and Rational 
Capital Planning Commission plans and approvals are a problem in connection 
with the Zeekendorf Plan. Financing aspects are still under study by the 
Bureau of Budget. Col. White closed by remarking that he hoped more answers 
would be known to some of these problems in the near future. 
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
